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Newman resigns as men’s basketball coach

The university's men’s basketball 
team will have a new head coach 
next season. 

It was announced Tuesday, Feb. 
11, that Don Newman, the 10th coach 
in the program’s history, would re- 
sign at the end of this season. 
Newman, as of Feb. 12, had a 20-108 
record in almost five years with the 
Hornets. 

Coming to CSUS in 1992 after 
being an assistant coach at Washing- 
ton State for five seasons had to bea 
“humbling experience” for Newman, 
according to Bill Macriss, director of 
CSUS Sports Information. 

“He inherited a home court that is 
worse than most high school gyms. 
His office was such a mess he had to 
repaint and reorganize it from almost 
nothing,” added Macriss. Newman 
knew he had a tough task ahead of 
him when he took the position, but 
came here expecting the best.

the Internet has moved from the family 
table to the halls of Congress and the 
White House. On Feb. 8, President 
Clinton signed the Telecommunica- 
tions Act of 1996. Within this act, 
Congress created several provisions 
designed to police the supposed ram- 
pant spread of pornography on the 
Internet.

sages and pictures. This freedom al- 
lowed anyone with a computer and a 
modem to connect to a site with sexu- 
ally explicit photographs, suchas those 
found in any adult bookstore. The big- 
gest difference was that a child, well- 
versed in the electronic world, could 
find those pictures without the prob- 
lems he or she would face trying to get 
into an adult bookstore.

Financial Aid basics 


Learn your Cal Grant A, B and C’s

February is half over, which means 
financial aid deadlines are drawing 
near. However, the long lines that 
once were found at the financial aid 
office have now subsided as financial 
aid has been trying to speed up the 
process. | 

While high school students hav 
had counselors to help them fill out 
their applications, CSUS students with 
questions, were having to wait in long 
lines to meet with financial aid coun- 
selors. Now the office offers packets 
and fliers that answer many common 
questions, such as: When do I apply? 
When is the deadline? and DoI qualify? 

Trained student advisors are also 


available now to answer most ques- 
tions about financial aid forms, ac- 
cording to Daphne Robichaud, finan- 
cial aid counselor and officer. 

The university’s information 
hotline, C@sper.Net, at 278-8011, 
gives financial aid information 24 
hours a day, including the types of 
financial aid available, procedures for 
applying, the status of an individual’s 
application, and the status and amount 
of financial aid an individual is being 
awarded. 

Qualification for financial aid de- 
pends on the student’s budget— such 
as the cost of tuition, housing and 
food, transportation, books, and other 
personal costs — and the expected

Signs of the pressure for 
Newman’s resignation were evident 
in a statement made by Judith A.

When asked if 
Newman was pressured into resigning, 
Davidson said: “I think Don probably 
feltsome internal pressure. All coaches 
deal with internal pressure.” 
Newman had felt pressure to turn 
around the men’s basketball program 
once before, Before the1995-1996 
season began, Lee McElroy, then the 
athletic director, gave Newman an 
ultimatum: Produce a 10-win season 
or don’t expect to come back as head 
coach. After going 7-20 that season 
it looked as though Newman would 
not have a future with the team, but 
McElroy resigned soon after. CSUS 
officials decided to give Newman a 
one-year contract extension while

In Memoriam: Tamara Marie Shimora 


The CSUS graphic design program 
has lost one of its brightest stars. 

Twenty-three-year-old Tamara 
Marie Shiroma, a Sacramento native, 
committed suicide Monday, Feb. 10, 
according to the Sacramento County 
Coroner. 

Shiroma was set to graduate this 
spring after spending more than four 
years as a student at CSUS. 

“She was a wonderful person — 
bright, very talented, smart and a lot of 
fun,” said Gwen Amos, a graphic de- 
sign professor who taught Shiroma. 
“Her portfolio was bigger than she 


Amos plans to set up a memorial 
fund that would provide scholarships 
for graphic arts students in Shiroma’s 
memory. 

The students in the graphic design 
program are very close-knit group, said 
Amos. The professor added that she 
had no idea Shiroma was in such a 


state, but one friend, who asked to be 
referred to as “Scott” expressed a dif- 
ferent opinion. 

“She was happy all the time on the 
outside, but sad in character,” Scott 
said. : 

As word of the suicide spread around 
campus, students, faculty and staff re- 
acted with shock. Some of Shiroma’s 
classmates rushed out of their class- 
room Wednesday night after being told 
of the tragedy. 

Ann Reed, the vice president of 


public affairs, saidshe couldn’tremem- — 


ber the last time a student at CSUS had 
died in this manner. 

The last reported suicide of aCSUS 
student occurred in 1967, according to 
university archivist Georgiana White. 

Vivian Ichimura-Miller, director of 
the psychological counseling program, 
said deaths like Shiroma’s are hard to

engines, one simply types in the ad- 
dress and the software will make the 
connection. Within seconds or a few 
minutes, depending upon the size of 
the images, anyone can look at photo- 
graphs rivaling those found in the raun- 
chiest of adult bookstores. 

Parents can block access to these 
sites with one of a number of software 
packages available today. With pro-

family contribution. The expected 
family contribution refers to the 
amount that the student and/or 
parents (for dependent students) 
should be able to contribute to- 
wards educational expenses. 

There are many forms of fi- 
nancial aid available: scholar- 
ships, grants, loans, and work- 
study programs. There is a vari- 
ety of scholarships, which are 
posted in the glass casing by the 
financial aid office. The office 
also offers an Institutional Schol- 
arship Application, which in- 
volves 32 scholarships with vary- 
ing criteria. 

If students take the time to 
research, they can find many in- 
stitutional, community and pri- 
vate scholarships to apply for. 
Robichaud suggests using the 
Internet to find information about 
scholarships. 

“I was amazed at what I found 
in a brief period of time on the 
Internet,” said Robichaud. 

Students can even set up a 
mailbox on the Internet to hold 
addresses for scholarship orga- 
nizations in which they are inter- 
ested. For more information, or 
to access one’s own box on the 
Internet, students should type: 
www.studentservices.com/ 
fastweb/. 

Priority deadline for the Free 
Application for Federal Student 
Aid is March 2, although appli- 
cations will be accepted after that 
date. However, to qualify for a 
Cal Grant, FAFSAs must be 
mailed by March 2. Priority fil- 
ing gives students a greater 
chance of being awarded the full 
amount of their financial need. 
After priority filing, students 
have a smaller chance of receiv- 
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ing grants, since funds dorun out, 
according to Robichaud. 

Grants are awarded to students 
who qualify financially through 
the FAFSA. The Pell Grant is a 
federal grant awarded to all quali- 
fying undergraduate students. 
Students who already have a 
bachelor’s or professional degree 
cannot receive this grant. 

There are three Cal Grants. Cal 
Grant A helps low- and middle- 
income students with college tu- 
ition and fees. Cal Grant B helps 
with living allowance to low-in- 
come students. The second year 
that a student receives Cal Grant 
B, it will be for living expenses, 
books, supplies and transporta- 
tion. Second year money, if the 
grant is renewed, can also pro- 
vide for tuition. For vocational 
studert-. Cal Grant C helps to 
pay tuition and training costs. 
CSUS students can not receive 
Cal Grant C, since it is only for 
vocational schools. 

Grants do not have to be re- 
paid, but they are subject to re- 
newal each academic year. When 
a student mails in a FAFSA, the 
California Student Aid Commis- 
sion receives them and decides 
whether the student qualifies. Cal 
Grants can be received a fifth year 
if the student is pursuing a teach- 
ing credential, but the student 
must ask for the grant. 

Graduate Fellowships are 
awarded to graduate students who 
will become college or university 
faculty members. The fellowships 
help pay for tuition and do not 
have to be paid back. 

Although there are various stu- 
dent loan options available, 
Robichaud believes scholarships 
have their advantages. 

“The bottom line is when you 
get free money, it’s better than 
getting a loan,” said Robichaud. 
“I encourage students to look for 
scholarships whenever they can.” 





The Federal Subsidized 
Stafford Loan has a cap of 8.25 
percent and most be repaid six 
months after the student gradu- 
ates, drops out, or has fewer 
than six units. To apply for this 
loan, students have to apply 
through the FAFSA and will be 
awarded an amount on their fi- 
nancial aid award letter. 

The students are required to 
attend a Loan Counseling Work- 
shop before submitting a 
Stafford Loan Request Form. An 
application/promissory note is 
then sent to students to fill out 
and return. If a student is 
awarded the loan, it will be dis- 
bursed to the student in two in- 
stallments, one for each semes- 
ter. The student must maintain 
at least half-time enrollment and 
satisfactory grades. 

The financial aid office also 


offers a Short-Term Loan Pro- 


gram for students in a financial 
jams. It is interest-free but must 
be repaid within 60 days. Open 
University, Regional and Con- 
tinuing students cannot receive 
this loan. 

Federal Work-Study is also 
available to students based on 
financial need. Students can 
work on-campus and in some 
cases off-campus. The pay var- 
ies depending on each employer. 
It is available to both under- 
graduates and graduate students. 
The number of students awarded 


work-study depends on the 
amount of funding available. 


Students in work-study pro- 
grams are not required to report 
their work-study income in the 
FAFSA. 

More information about fi- 
nancial aid can be found posted 
around the financial aid office.

Blurring the difference between the 
folk, new age and country music genres, 
Grey Eye Glances’ major label debut 
Eventide showcases Jennifer Nobel’s 
lush vocals againsta backdrop of mostly 
anonymous accompaniment.

The ever ebullient Don Newman cel- 
ebrated his 20th career victory as a coach 
by announcing his resignation Tuesday 
after five seasons as head coach of the 
men’s basketball team éffective at the end 
of the season. 

When I first heard the news, I thought 
he should have been gone last year. But 
after thinking about the actual move, I 
changed my mind. Eventhough Newman 
has never had a winning season as coach, 
there was just something I admired in the 
way he coached.

would begin to sweat as much as his. 


players. But with his sideline coaching, 
Newmian’s teams would never be as great 
as he hoped for. Five years ago when 
Newman took over the program, he prom- 
ised he would be a 20-win coach. 

Now Newman’ srecordis 20-109, with 
the most wins in aseason coming last year 
when the Hornets posted a7-20 mark. The 
only way Newman can avoid posting 
another 20-loss season is if the Hornets 
manage to win four of their last six games. 

AllIcan say is good luck. The Hormets 
have been overmatched in nearly every 
game this season in the Big Sky. 

Theresignation of Newmanis interest- 
ing in the fact that last year former Athletic 
DirectorLee McElroy had given Newman 
a 10-win-or-else ultimatum. With 
McElroy’s skipping off to American Uni- 
versity, Sac State gave Newman a one- 
year extension in order to seek out a new 
AD. The interest lies in the idea as to 
whetherornotthenew AD Judith Davidson 
wouldhave fired Newmanatthe end ofthe 
season. As I stated earlier, it’s easier to 
blame the coach for the shortcomings of 
the team, but would Davidson make such 
a decision in her first year as AD? I don’t 
necessarily think so. 

_ Davidson had stressed prior to the 
season’s start that the way to gain national 
prominence for the school would be 
through the basketball program, akintothe 
Universities of Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. Firing the incumbent head coach 
after just one season in her tenure would 
not have necessarily posed the ideal of 
makingawinningprogram. Butthenagain, 
the firing of Newman would have an- 
nounced that Sac State is looking to win 
now. | 

Newman believed this season’s squad 
to be the best collection of athletes he had 
ever coached, but the team still could not 
win. 

The search for a new head coach has 
already begunand the word from Davidson 
is that Newman’s position hopefully will 
be filled by mid-March. 

The future is open for Newman, but I 
have a feeling that sooner or later he will 
find a team worthy enough for his love of 
the game. His last appearance at home as 
head coach of the Hornets will be at home 
Feb. 22 when Sac State hosts CSU 
Northridge.

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The Simpson civil trial: Justice done

or a dangerous legal precedent set? 


Last week, O.J. Simpson faced 
another jury verdict. Simpson, 
however, wasn’t as lucky as he 
was in 1995 when he was acquit- 
ted for murder. This civil jury 
found Simpson “liable” for the 
deaths of Nicole Brown Simpson 
and Ronald Goldman. 

Supposedly, this trial was 
meant to make Simpson pay, and 
pay he will, more than $25 mil- 
lion if he doesn’t duck the puni- 
tive damages. 

There is one thing troubling 
about this whole affair. Simpson 
was proved innocent in a court of 
law. He was acquitted. He beat 
the charge. But here he was again, 
facing much of the same evidence 
and testimony from his criminal 
case. In fact, it seems that he went 
through the whole trial again. 

Is it just me, or isn't this tread- 
ing close to double jeopardy? 

Double jeopardy, where one is 
charged and/or tried for the same 
case twice, is something all citi- 
- zens are protected under the Fifth 


Amendment of the Constitution. 
In America, if one is acquitted of 
a crime, he/she can not be charged 
with the same case again. That’s 
the law. If the prosecution loses a 
criminal case, it may go to ap- 
peals court to reverse the deci- 
sion. But in America, if you beat 
a murder case, you will not be 
charged for murder again. 

The Simpson civil trial can, 
however, set a scary precedent 
for the future. After the Simpson 
ordeal, one could conceivably 
face what is essentially the same 
charge in civil court after win- 
ning in criminal. IS there really 
any difference in being “guilty” 
of murder and being found “re- 
sponsible” for murder? 

The use of the civil trial to 
determine liability in a murder 
case could become a tool for slick 
lawyers and greedy individuals 
to extract money and other assets 
from defendants. Remember, in 
civil court circumstantial evi- 
dence that can’t be used in crimi- 


nal court may be allowed. Will 
every wealthy individual who 
defeats a criminal charge now also 
be sued in civil court, be it mur- 
der or a lesser charge like bat- 
tery? What about those that are 
truly innocent? Could someone 
who is innocent of a crime be 
found responsible for the crime 
in a civil trial because of circum- 
stantial evidence? It could hap- 
pen, folks. 

Lawyers can also decide to try 
a case in civil court instead of 
criminal court because it would 
be easier to prove. Where it may 
be hard to prove one guilty of 
murder, it may be easier to show 
someone responsible for the 
crime. 

If more criminal defendants are 
put through civil court, then the 
legal community needs to discuss 
if this endangers the Constitu- 
tional rights of us all. 

Or we may find ourselves one 
day going through the same pro- 
cess O.J. Simpson has.
